Possible fee increase to be 
discussed by City Council 


Sierra Madre residents will have one last 
chance Nov. 28 to question or object to 102 pro¬ 
posed fee increases which will cost them more each 
year ih in the current property ta.xes they pay to the 
city. 

The list ot fee increases is set for the coun¬ 
cil agenda that night for adoption by resolution, 
although the enabling ordinance has already been 
adopted. 

C.oincidentally, Los Angeles City Councilmem- 
bers, facing a city council election next year, were 
reported to be extremely leary of raising Los Angeles 
water rates 6.5 percent this year for fear of retribu¬ 
tion by irate voters at the polls. 

This docs not appear to concern Sierra .Vladre 
councilmembcrs, three of whom will face re-election 
in April, but voted Nov. 14 to adopt a fee ordin¬ 
ance proposing to raise water rates 17.74 percent 
this year and 35.76 percent by 19‘)1. 

In addition, the Sierra Madre proposal will in¬ 
crease all 102 city fees and assessments to a total 
of SI.3 million per year, compared to the $1 
r,.‘;iion the city now receives from property taxes 
from its citizens. 

In Los Angeles the city administrator’s 
offic^ opposed the Los Angeles Dept, of Water & 
Powr'-j'DWP) request on the basis that the DWP 
is opciating at a “huge surplus” — some $50 
million. 

By comparison, the Sierra Madre Water Dept, 
had a $2.5 million surplus fund, far greater per¬ 
centage-wise, before the S8.4 million revenue bond 
issue, approved by the council last year, added 


another $2.5 million to the water kitty. 

The council, however, has slated $1 million of 
that for other purposes — mainly streets — and obli¬ 
gates the Water Dept, to annual payments of $290,000 
over a 30-year period on the bond principal and 
interest which will total $19 million. 

All of the bond money must be spent or 
encumbered in the next two years as specified 
in the bond agreement and is being expended now 
on Phase III of the three-phase rehabilitation of 
the water system. Phases I and II were funded out 
of prior water surplus funds. 

According to the bond prospectus, unless water 
revenue increases 25 percent over the three-year 
period after adoption of the bonds, the $290,000 
in annual payments cannot be met. 

Several councilmembers have denied that the 
35.76 percent increase in rates is related to the 
necessity to increase revenue for bond payments. 
The $65,000 Management Services Institute (MSI) 
report which recommends the increase did so on the 
basis that it was necessary for funding of current 
operation and maintenance and future capital re¬ 
placement costs on a pay-as-you-go basis which did 
not include the costs of bond debt service, 
added to the needed pay-as-you-go revenue. 

A share of street replacement costs are included 
in the MSI increased rate recommendations, which 
is in addition to the $I million charged to water 
from the bond issue — an item not addressed by 
MSI — which will be used also for streets. 

The MSI report also recommends an additional

Compare survey 
with San Marino? 

San Marino, a nearby city a little 
larger than Sierra Madre, has just com¬ 
pleted a public opinion survey, at the 
request of the Strategic Planning Com¬ 
mittee, and the results showed that resi¬ 
dents were generally very satisfied with 
the way the town is being run. 

The range is primarily between 
“very satisfied” and “satisfied” on 
most of the 44 questions asked. 

In a nutshell, they were least satis¬ 
fied with the building permit approval 
process, zoning enforcement, code en¬ 
forcement, traffic signals/flow, street 
maintenance, sidewalk maintenance 
and repair, parkway trees and land¬ 
scaping and street sweeping. However, 
in most cases they were just “satisfied” 
instead of being “very satisfied” with 
those levels. 

The shopping opportunities and 
the frequency of using local businesses 
are both to be proud of in San Marino. 

They use merchandising and service 
businesses largely on a weekly basis. 
They believe there are enough shopping 
opportunities in San Marino and the 
lack of parking in San Marino does 
not deter them from shopping there. 

They are not in favor of the sale of 
wine and beer in local restaurants, 
however. 

The schools are the primary reason 
for moving to San Marino, most of 
them say, and the average number of 
respondents have lived in the com¬ 
munity 22 years. 

Most of them commute to work, 
most of them between six and 15 miles. 
The houses were built primarily in the 
’30s, ’40s and ’50s. 

Wouldn’t it be interesting to do 
the same survey in Sierra Madre?

The Planning Commission tackled a 17- 
item agenda and managed to work through it 
in a good-paced five hours at the Thursday, 
Nov. 16 meeting. Among the items on the 
agenda were three continuations, 11 public 
hearings and three items of old and new 
business. 

Mayor Pro Tern George Maurer stepped to 
the podium to address the commission on the 
subject of the proposed footprint area ratio 
(FAR) formula. The Planning Commission has 
been in the process of incorporating this 
particular formula in an ordinance to limit the 
maximum size of a newly constructed house on 
a lot designated for single family use. The 
ratio would allow a 3()00 sq. ft. footprint on a 
lot designated R-1-75(K); 3300 sq. ft. for 
R1-9(XK), 3850 sq. ft. for R-1-11,000 and 
4500for R-1-15,(XH). 

“I’m glad to see that something is being 
done on this issue,” Maurer stated, “but 1 
don’t think that it’s enough. I’ve been before 
the commission three times about this and I 
think it’s time you addressed the rest of this. 
Footprint coverage isn’t enough. You could 
still have a 6000 sq. ft. house on a 7500 sq. 
ft. lot by building a second story. We need to 
look more at Hoot area as opposed to foot¬ 
print.” 

Chairman Ross Tyree countered by saying, 
“But we already have all these ordinances 
for side yard, front yard, backyard, second 
story and so on. Ihcn we’re going to add 
this footprint area ratio. Are you saying that 
still isn’t enough?” 

Several commissioners agreed with Mayor 
Pro Tern Maurer that a developer could still 
get around all of those things and construct 
“a rather large, looming house if he went up.” 

“By looking at Boor area,” Maurer con¬ 
tinued, “rather than just footprint, then you 
can get a handle on how big the entire house 
will be as well as its square footage. That way 
you can add the second story to the total 
when computing the formula.” 

When asked by the commission what kind 
of formula he suggested, Maurer responded, 
“That’s up to the Planning Commission to 
decide. 1 don't think we can just set a random 
number. This needs study. But the city 
attorney feels that any such proposal should 
come first from this commission. One possibility 
is that we look at setting a moratorium on 
new construction over a certain square footage

Technical advisory assistance to onwers of 
unreinforced masonry (URM) buildings is one 
“software program” suggested by Economics 
Research Associates in their recent report 
to the City Redevelopment Agency (CRA). 

Several months ago you may recall we dis¬ 
cussed the possibility of the city’s use of 
Community Development Block Grant (CDBG) 
funds to underwrite portions of facade or rear 
entrance improvements and sign renovations. 
Primarily the thought was to motivate property 
and business owners adjacent to the Mariposa 
parking lot to make improvements to coincide 
with the proposed Mariposa parking lot re¬ 
construction. Had the program been finalized 
and approved, everyone in the Main Street 
project area would have been eligible to apply. 
This is an example of a “software program.” 

In recent months the priority focus has 
shifted toward putting in place a URM miti¬ 
gation plan. Those same CDBG funds, estimated 
at $55,000 (an accumulation of three years’ 
allocation for Sierra Madre), are now being 
considered for uses related to the URM miti¬ 
gation plan. 

One premise suggests immediate action to 
improve the earthquake safeness of downtown 


buildings is a mutual responsibility of the city 
and the property owners. The City Council 
has been looking at investing CDBG funds to 
share the cost of a program with building 
owners that would engage a single team of ap¬ 
propriate professionals to provide technical 
assistance. 

The scope of the proposed assistance 
would be to identify the general condition of 
each property, an estimate of what needs to 
be done as well as some idea of the projected 
cost to complete the URM improvements. By 
contracting with one or two teams of profession¬ 
als rather than 30 different property owners 
using eight or 10 different people, it’s felt 
the completion of an overall URM mitigation 
program will be expedited at the most econ¬ 
omical cost. 

Some interesting questions already exist. 
Do property owners whohave already initiated 
URM mitigation work (1 know of at least 
two) receive retroactive reimbursement for the 
applicable expenses? If initiated, should the 
technical assistance program be a “matching 
fund” approach with a specific limit to the city’s 
financial participation? Should the city just pro¬ 
vide a certain amount of funds but not become 
directly involved in the program manage 
ment, thus reducing the possibilities of a “con¬ 
flict interest” in the future. 

If that’s the case should the management 
of any assistance contract be placed in the hands 
of a property owner contract management com¬ 
mittee. Or, could Main Street and the cham¬ 
ber administer the contract on behalf of the 
city? 

Differing opinions have been expressed 
concerning the desirability of any technical 
advisory assistance where the city is financially 
involved.

Assistant Fire Chief Roger Lowe, who 
is aiso director of Emergency Medical 
Services in the department, will host the 
program with Fire Chief Edward D. Tracy. 
Dr. Michael Bamberger, chaplain of the 
department, will also participate in the 
program as well as Assistant Chief Tony 
Lernerand Fire Marshal Bill Kramer. 

Sierra Madre’s EMT ID program was 
started Jan. 1, 1989 after about nine 
months of preparation. The local fire¬ 
fighters enjoy a 40 percent “save” rate 
with the new defibrillator as compared to 
the 5 percent “save” rate of Los Angeles 
County. 

The News has been in touch with the 
American Red Cross in Pasadena con¬ 
cerning a possibie cardiopulmonary 
resuscitation (CPR) class in Sierra Madre.. 
Roger Keith, Sierra Madre, is executive 
director of the Pasadena-based organiza¬ 
tion. 

The Red Cross sent The News the 
first aid procedures to begin when an 
adult stops breathing. 

If the person does not respond to 
a shaking or an inquiry of whether or 
not he/she is all right, the helper should 
call for help then roll the person on hisf 
her back and open the airway by tilting 
the head back and lifting the chin.

adding a second story was not. The applicant 
would study the matter further and return with 
altered plans to the next meeting. 

A variance to construct a split level bedroom 
at 511 Romona Ave. was approved for Patrick 
Carnighan with Commissioner Hester abstain¬ 
ing. A neighbor had been concerned with the 
height of the new bedroom and its location, but 
upon viewing the revised plans dismissed his 
objections. 

A variance to construct a pool was granted 
to Mr. and Mrs. Enriques at 659 W. Montecito 
Ave., as was a variance for Ed Skomsvold at 
757 Skyland Dr. for a front yard variance to 
enable him to construct a carport under a deck 
that he had previously received a variance for. 

A parking lot development variance was 
granted to Horatio Bellefiore at 304 W. Sierra 
Madre Blvd. The variance would allow the 
applicant to provide 11 instead of 13 parking 
spots (as opposed to the existing four) as he 
renovates the office space at the location. 
The approval was conditioned on meeting the 
criteria set by the Main Street Design Review 
Board for the downtown district. 

After several residents objected to the 
granting of a conditional use permit to Vic¬ 
toria Randall to hold class for her Montessori 
School at 212 N. Lima, the commission granted 
the request on the condition that the school 
enrollment would be limited to 12. The 
use permit would be reviewed in one year, and 
pending comments from the community and 


review of the situation, would be either granted 
for a set time or denied. The commission’s 
rationale was that there would be no direct 
impact on the neighborhood and that “despite 
the fact that no one wants a school, church 
or park next door to them, we all know they 
are needed in every town.” 

A front yard variance was granted for one 
foot for a project to expand a porch, requested 
by Victoria Mueller at 89 W. Bonita. Also 
appearing before the commission to reconstruct 
and expand a porch was Gerald Carlton at 
196 N. Adams. After clarifying his plans, 
the requested variance was granted. 

A variance to move the lot boundary line 
at 65 Victoria Lane was requested by Steve 
Burkholder and Henry Liddle. The property as 
it now exists is one parcel that cannot be divided 
due to the fact that a garage straddles the 
line which would divide the parcels. The applicant 
requested a variance to “give away” 10 feet of 
the parcel he wishes to purchase in order to 
save the other parcel’s garage and allow him 
to build on his own. 

Under new and old business, a modification 
of a side yard variance for a second story 
addition was granted to Brian Risser at 450 
Ramona Ave. 

The subject of a free-standing sign erected 
at 28 Windsor Lane was on the agenda. 
Although the commission felt the sign “looked 
very good,” they were disturbed by the number 
of signs that just “went up all over town 
without a permit.” Possible fines were discussed 
with the sign ultimately being approved.

Into our media blitz of hopelessness and 
entropy, enters Robert Fulghum, an ex-cowboy 
even, riding onto the literary scene with a new 
manifesto, or, at least, as he calls it, his 
credo: “All 1 Really Need To Know I Learned 
in Kindergarten.” He throws his white hat into 
the ring and says in his varied vignettes, that 
there really are still decent, interesting people 
in the world, and plenty of things that make 
being alive OK. 

If you have not yet read or heard his credo, 
from whence comes the “All I Really Need To 
Know I Learned in Kindergarten,” it’s well 
worth the price of the book, or a trip to the 
library. The stories that follow it are less quot¬ 
able and immortal, but still retain the heartbeat 
of a man who is holding, even if the band 
seems to be running down (to paraphrase one 
of his own good lines). 

Fulghum observes the world he is set in 
with twinkling eyes, catching in the light, 
people’s wonders the idiosyncracies, different 
philosophies on how autumn leaves are to be 
appreciated (to rake or not to rake), the glory 
and controversy of Christmas, etc., etc., etc. 
He records the ordinary world with honesty, 
humor and sincere appreciation. He makes 
everyday events adventurous and special. 

Does he live a charmed life, this cowboy, 
folksinger, salesman, artist, minister, 
bartender, teacher, father and husband? Or is 
he here to be an example to us of someone 
who has the courage to “just say yes to life!” 

1 believe that he is. 1 am thankful that 
children are being taught to “just say no!” 
to drugs, but it concerns me that they are not 
also being taught to say “yes” too. Robert 
Fulghum’s book helps us to remember some 
of those things; things that are true and honest 
and good and alive with joy. Hurrah!

I recently baked my famous Poppy seed 
cake for an office party, and received many 
compliments. One person even remarked that 1 
could cook and bake anything, and have it 
come out perfect each time. (Little did he 
know.) It was then that I was reminded just 
how I came to be such a good cook. It 
is because during my “growing-up” years. Mom 
was always there to teach and guide me, and 
not just in cooking. 

There are many times in my life 
that were frustrating and disappointing. There 
were many learning experiences. There were 
happy times, and sad times. Sometimes grow¬ 
ing up was very painful. But through all those 
times, there has been one person who has 
been there listening to me, and giving me ad¬ 
vice. That one person’s love has never faltered, 
in fact it has just grown stronger through the 
years, as does my love for her.

A mother is all-too-often taken advantage 
of. A house is just a house without a mother’s 
care to make it a home. And a mother’s 
love for her children and family never stops; 
it just keeps growing, and it shows by the “little” 
things she does. 

Anna Jarvis made it clear to all that a 
Mother is indeed special, and three years later 
in Grafton and Philadelphia, May 10, Mother’s 
Day was celebrated. 

In 1910 West Virginia became the first 
state to proclaim a national day of observance. 
In 1914 Mother’s Day became a national 
holiday, and appropriately so. For no other 
person can ever take the place of a mother, 
whose first concern is to put all others before 
herself. That’s just the way moms are. Like 
mine.

Homeowners/Residents 
perform ‘watchdog’ duties 

In a series of articles devoted to the mush¬ 
rooming preservation movement in Sierra Madre, 
we are taking a look at some of the inde¬ 
pendent organizations and council-appointed com¬ 
mittees which have become involved in increasingly 
controversial proposals in the name of preservation. 

Included are both action groups and ad hoc 
committee pressing for more stringent codes and mor 
effective code enforcement. 

Several independent “watchdog” organizations 
have been formed. The first was the Homeowners/ 
Residents Association, claiming a membership of 
over 100 Sierra Madreans. 

Its purpose is set forth as follows: “Our ob¬ 
jectives are to 1) monitor the enforcement of zoning 
regulations and city codes, 2) preserve the single 
family nature of the community, 3) encourage high 
standards and high levels of community services 
provided, 4) encourage open communication with 
the City Council and city commissions, and 5) help 
the City Council in every way it can in the ful¬ 
fillment of the above objectives.” 

Margaret Buckner, credited with being the 
founder, said that the thing that triggered her deter¬ 
mination to form an organization was an illegal 
rental which she and others tried, unsuccessfully, 
to get the city to correct. 

“It took a year to get the city to act. More 
and more people were telling me of other prob¬ 
lems that weren’t being corrected and code viola¬ 
tions that weren’t being acted on by the city,” she 
said. 

“Half a dozen others joined me as a group. 
At first we met in homes, but as more and more 
joined we formalized the organization and scheduled 
meetings in the Park House.” 

Yolanda Malone, current president of the Home- 
owners, said their main objective was code en¬ 
forcement, with members bringing a broad range of 
violations, including not only building code viola¬ 
tions, but such transgressions as unleashed dogs 
and Sunday morning construction to the attention 
of City Hall. 

She pointed to their scouting out of blind cor¬ 
ners and compiling a list for the city as an example 
of the group’s concern for safety, as well as enforce¬ 
ment. 

Members bring various violations they have 
noted to Homeowners meetings for discussion. 

“I love the way this town is and I want to 
see it stay as it is,” Malone said. 

The meetings include speakers on various 
subjects of interest to the group and discussions 
of upcoming proposals and applications coming be¬ 
fore the Planning Commission and council. Members

Next, one should check for breath¬ 
ing for from three to five seconds. Then 
keep the head tilted back, pinch the 
nose shut, seal the lips tight around the 
victim’s mouth and give three full breaths 
for one to one-and-a-half seconds each. 

Check the pulse at the side of the neck 
for five to 10 seconds, then phone the 
EMTs at 9-1-1. 

Begin rescue breathing by giving a full 
breath every five seconds, recheckIng 
the pulse every minute. If the victim has a 
pulse but Is not breathing, continue rescue 
breathing. If no pulse, begin CPR. 

An abbreviated lesson by Chief Lowe 
In CPR follows: 

First, trigger the 9-1-1 call for help. 

Then look over the patient and check 
to see If the patient’s airway Is open. See 
If the patient Is breathing. 

If there Is no breathing, give him/her 
artificial respiration (described above as 
first aid). 

Check to see If there Is a pulse. If 
not, see that the patient Is on a hard sur¬ 
face (not on a soft bed), and center the 
compressions on the sternum at the nipple 
line. One hand should be placed over the 
other hand, and the heel of the bottom 
hand should be pressed, ^V^\o2 Inches In 
depth, on that area Just described In a ra¬ 
tio of five breaths, one breath Into the 
patient’s mouth, five more compressions, 
one more breath, etc. The rhythm should 
continue every second or 60 times per 
minute. 

Make sure air Is entering the lungs by 
watching to see If the chest rises. You can 
also hear and feel the air exchange. Of 
course, the way to breathe Into the per¬ 
son’s mouth Is to pinch the nose, fit the 
mouth totally over the patient’s mouth and 
breathe. 

Lowe says this Is a very abbreviated 
lesson In CPR and that there are many 
steps missing. 

However, the assistant chief notes, 
It is better to give bad CPR than not to 
give CPR at all.

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FG forms to challenge city government decisions 


The second meeting of the latest activist 
group to form in protest against actions and pro¬ 
posals of the City Council and Planning Com¬ 
mission — Citizens For Fair Government — brought 
vehement criticism of four currently proposed or¬ 
dinances and the community activists who have 
been pushiu<t them. 

Salient points from the Fee Increase Ordinance, 
the latest hillside zoning proposals, the Tree Preser¬ 
vation Ordinance and the Design Review or Neigh¬ 
borhood Compatability Ordinance were reviewed 
by Shelby Pope. 

Architect Don Watts, commenting on the pro¬ 
posed Tree Ordinance, stated that if it is adopted, 
trees will no longer belong to property owners. 
They would no longer have the right to remove 
or even trim their own trees and would have to pay 
a fee, pay a “tree expert” to do the work, and 
pay somebody from the city to monitor all the trees. 

“What’s wrong with an individual determining 
what to do with his own property?” he asked. 

The question was also asked as to who would 
determine whether or not a tree was “significant” 
and what was “good tree management,” and what 
that person’s qualifications were in making such 
determination, other than sitting on one of the 
commissions. 

It was pointed out that Mayor Bruce Crow 
had stated that the ordinance is “unenforcible” 
and would probably lead to more tree removals, 
since that would be less expensive than trimming. 

Another member of the group, Gwen Becker, 
said she resented the fact that the ordinance 
permitted the city to come onto private property. 

The group consensus was that the ordinance 
overstepped the bounds of property rights and that 
most of the recent ordinances, such as down¬ 
zoning, historical overlays, increased setbacks, limit¬ 
ing of square footage, etc., “are taking away our 
basic rights,” as one member of the audience 
stated. 

John Clarke said, “A few people are imposing 
their feelings on the rest.” 

Another member of the audience stated, “The 
communist countries are trying to break out from 
this kind of thing and here in Sierra Madre we 
have a situation going in the opposite direction.” 

Regarding the Fee Ordinance, several voiced 
criticism. 

Carolyn Valencia said, “Nobody knows what it 
is all about. Water is going to go up 35 percent; 
sewer fees 1000 percent and we’re going to end 
up paying more in fees than we pay in property 
taxes. 

“Where is all the money going?” she asked. 

She complained that the city won’t event fund 
the Chamber of Commerce. “Other cities do,” 


she said. 

The opinion was voiced that “maybe it would 
be good to have the Fee Ordinance, because when 
it is enforced, everybody will be down storming 
City Hall.” 

Pope said she felt that when the Planning 
Commission had 17 variance requests on its agenda, 
it was an indication that ordinances are too restric¬ 
tive. 

Clarke criticized the various “pressure groups.” 
He said, “If a half dozen supporters speak for 
a variance, they get it; if they oppose it, it is turned 
down.” 

Watts added, “There is no consistency. They 
are constantly changing the rules. We have two 
dozen people saying ‘we want this or don’t want 
that and we represent the community,’ whether they 
do or not.” 

Regarding the two different proposals for hill¬ 
side zoning, the opinion was voiced that both 
amounted to confiscation and that if those who 
don’t own it want it undeveloped they should 
pass a bond issue and buy it. 

The proposed Design Review or Neighborhood 
Compatibility Ordinance, which contemplates 
establishing a Design Review Committee and man¬ 
dating “compatibility” of new building and/or

remodeling with existing size and style of architec¬ 
ture in the vicinity, was subjected to close to an 
hour of vilification from the group. 

Regarding one of the sample ordinances under 
study, in which the opinions of neighbors would 
be required, Watts commented that, “No one should 
have the right to tell his neighbor what to do. 
If your neighbor didn’t like you, you couldn’t 
do anything. The ordinance would set neighbor 
against neighbor.” 

Clarke voiced the opinion that it would “put 
u lot of power in a few hands,” to the detri¬ 
ment of the community. 

Various opinions included the feeling that 
the end result would be to guarantee continuance 
of sub standard neighborhoods, destroy the uniquely 
“different” character of Sierra Madre, forfeit op¬ 
portunities for increased property taxes from new 
and improved construction, and encourage “tract- 
type” neighborhoods. 

The proposed FAR (Footage Area Ratio) regu¬ 
lation, which would dictate the total amount of 
square footage permissable on any size lot, regard¬ 


less of set-back requirements, drew particularly irate 
comments, including, “Totalitarianism,” and “Ab¬ 
solute socialism.” 

Sue and Dick Wheeler reported on the sta¬ 
tus of their torn-up sidewalk on Grandview, to which 
they had pointed at the group’s previous meeting 
to illustrate lack of response and follow-through 
on the part of city administration. 

Their report, “Zero progress. It is now seven 
months we have had this hazardous situation.” 

Clarke summed up the meeting, stating, “The 
purpose of this group is the maintenance of indi¬ 
vidual rights and doing something to ensure that 
individual rights are not infringed upon.” 

Several expressed the opinion that the group 
should encourage all property owners who feel their 
rights have been infringed upon, or are concerned 
about others’ rights, to join the group and take a 
stand against the current trend of “confiscation.” 

The group will meet again on Dec. 15, at 7:30 
p.m., in the Senior Citizen Center.

URM schedule set for Jan. 1

With a state-mandated deadline now only six 
weeks off, the city still has not even been able to 
finalize its listing or unreinforced masonry (URM) 
buildings for which it must submit a rehabilitation 
plan by Jan. 1. 

Fifty-two buildings remain on the URM po¬ 
tentially hazardous building lists, according to 
Building Inspector Steve Pock. Of those, only 34 
owners have answered the questionnaire sent over six 
months ago in an attempt to determine whether 
any mitigating factors should exempt the particular 
building from the URM list. 

Pock said a second request was being prepared 
to be sent out to those who have not responded. 

A proposal to have the city secure a single 


consulting engineer to determine, building by build¬ 
ing, the extent of the problems involved — and fund 
50 percent of the cost — was questioned at the 
Nov. 14 City Council meeting because of concern 
over future city liability if repairs proved insufficient 
to prevent collapse of the building. 

The city has several options. It could hire a 
consultant to conduct stress or push tests, and/or 
structural analyses on all of the buildings; it could 
offer outright grants of about $1000 each to owners, 
who would then secure their own engineering ser¬ 
vices, or it could do nothing. 

A decision was postponed to the Dec. 12 meet¬ 
ing, which will leave only about two weeks to the 
state deadline.

are urged to attend meetings in which items — 
proposed ordinances, code violations, variances, 
etc. — of particular concern will be heard. 

Over a dozen members regularly attend City 
Council and Planning Commission meetings, with 
many more attending for matters of particular con¬ 
cern. 

When asked what they feel they have 
achieved, Buckner said she is certain that pressure 
by the Homeowners has resulted in getting greater 
compliance with city codes and in getting a Code 
Enforcement Officer, although she feels the officer 
should have police back-up and violators should be 
brought to court if they do not obey. 

Other achievements she feels the Homeowners 
have been instrumental in effecting include new code 
restrictions against front yard pools, increased side 
yard setbacks and both residential and downtown 
building height limits. 

Individual members also have opposed numer¬ 
ous variance requests and support the proposals to 
downzone much of the city. 

They support three restrictive and controversial 
proposed ordinances: the Hillside Ordinance, the Tree 
Preservation Ordinance and a Neighborhood Com¬ 
patibility Ordinance. 

“There is not much point in having laws if 


people just flaunt them, as they do now. Even when 
they are red tagged, they don’t do anything,” 
Dane said. “These things have been going on for 
a long time, especially the illegal rentals, and 
nobody seems to be doing anything about it.” 

She would like to see a citizen Ad Hoc 
committee appointed to review current city codes and 
recommend changes and updates that would result 
in lighter codes and better enforcement. 

Dane is currently serving as a member of the 
Ad Hoc General Plan Committee as is Buckner which 
has recommended extensive downzoning — from 
R-3 to R-2 and R-2 and R-1-9 and - 11 to R-1-15 — 
throughout the city. 

Lee Cline, also on the association’s board, is a 
particularly dedicated member, attending all council 
and Planning Commission meetings, and attempting 
to “bring to their attention items which they may 
have overlooked. 1 try to remind them of things 
which have been off the agenda for awhile,” he 
said. 

“I also do things on my own. I’m particularly 
concerned with violations, code enforcement and 
nuisance abatement. The city has a lack of en¬ 
forcement, a lack of follow-up.” 

He feels there should be greater accountability 
to the council by the City Administrator. 

He sees his dedication as being “in the interest 
of the whole community — preserving what we have.” 

He has been serving as a member of the Ad 
Hoc Tree Preservation and Conservation Com-

mittee which has recommended stringent measures 
for protecting existing trees in the community. 

Cline and other Homeowners take copious 
notes at meetings and even bring tape recorders 
to assure accurate accounts of what transpired for 
later review and study. 

Betty Garvin, another board member, hand 
copies requests for building permits once a week at 
City Hall and presents them to the Sierra Madre 
News for publication. 

On the other side of the fence are a number 
of property owners who feel that their denied 
variance requests were reasonable and that permits 
have been granted by the city and then reversed or 
altered under pressure from the Homeowners. 

Several law suits have been filed and a number 
of others threatened and include various applica¬ 
tions for which the property owners felt they had a 
basic right or prior permit, ranging from denials 
or pool locations, wall heights, setbacks and lot splits 
to the proposed Hillside Ordinance and down¬ 
zoning of large areas in the city. 

Attorneys appeared for both sides of the Law- 
son Martin lot split; three large hillside property 
owners brought attorneys to the Hillside Ordinance 
hearing and others have secured legal counsel to 
represent them at council and Planning Commission 
meetings. 

These citizens are as convinced as are the Home 
owners that they are defending something precious: 
basic property rights. 

They view that those who oppose what they feel 
are reasonable requests and the push for revocation 
of previously granted permits are little short or vigi¬ 
lantes and the proposals to severely limit hillside 
development, mandatory “neighborhood compati¬ 
bility,” extensive downzoning and the restrictive 
Tree Preservation Ordinance as outright confiscation 
of property rights. 

Their law suits and threats of suits are directed 
at the city, and the City Council, caught in the 
middle, is finding it increasingly difficult to please 
anyone: those on one side feeling they haven’t 
gone far enough; on the other that they have gone 
totally overboard. 

Resolving such diametrically opposing views will 
not be easy. It can only be accomplished by a willing

increase of $3.50 per month to water bills in years 
when surplus water cannot be sold to implement 
water revenue. 

Some of the proposed increases will be in the 
form of assessment districts which require a vote of 
those affected, some of which will be limited 
areas (such as street lighting) and others city-wide 
(such as street sweeping, trees and landscaping), 
although street lighting may also be set as a city¬ 
wide district. 

The assessment districts may be included 
in the April city ballot, but other fees which do 
not require a vote may be adopted by the council at 
the Nov. 28 meeting. The estimated first year 
increases will be over $300,000. Since six months of 
the fiscal year have already passed, additional in¬ 
creases would be due in July. 

Among other MSI city-wide recommendations 
were a 15 percent increase in refuse rates, $11.54 
per property parcel per year for street sweeping, 
and $88.35 per year for street landscape, tree and 
lighting maintenance. 

The council has proposed a 10(X) percent in¬ 
crease in sewer fees, from $6 per year to $60,000 
per year. 

MSI found that “Sierra Madre is in far better 
physical and financial condition than most of the 
cities in which MSI has done work.” 

The fee increases are aimed at funding all city 
services other than parks, those portions of recrea¬ 
tion and library not funded by current fees, 
police, fire and administration. 

Thus, these services should experience tre¬ 
mendous influxes of funds from the $1 million in 
property taxes and other revenues which are now 
spread among all the services. 

The proposed fee increase which the Fee Or¬ 
dinance enables, can now be challenged only on 
the basis of “not being justified by the ‘full 
costs’ of the service.” 

The “full cost” determination is based on ad¬ 
ministration and operation costs, personnel ser¬ 
vices, overhead and capital replacement. In this 
manner the eventual replacement of all streets, 
sewers, water system, public buildings, parks and 
new acquisitions will be funded by fees, 
rather than taxes. 

Although the MSI report suggests that the coun¬ 
cil might not wish to set all fees at “full cost” 
recovery, the ordinance sets only 11 fees at less than 
100 percent of the estimated “full cost,” five for 
“review,” and list five as controlled by state or other 
agencies.

AHS students recognized 
in student-initiated GSE 


In the second year of 
the exam program, 722 
Arcadia students in 
grades 8-12 took the 
Golden State Exam¬ 
ination which pro¬ 
vides incentive and 
recognition for indi¬ 
vidual achievement. 

The student-initiated 
exam in Algebra I and 
Geometry are each 
90 minutes in length, 
are designed as end-of- 
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the-course examina¬ 
tions and were admin¬ 
istered last spring. 

High honors were 
achieved by 177 students, 
175 achieved honors 
and 170 received school 
recognition for a total 
of 522 students achiev¬ 
ing some degree of recog¬ 
nition. 

Statewide, approxi¬ 
mately seven percent of 
the students tested re¬ 
ceived high honors, 13 
percent honors and 20 
percent school recog¬ 
nition. For the Arcadia 
students, the corres¬ 
ponding percentages were 
20.6 percent, 20.4 per¬ 
cent and 19.4 percent. 

Though the percent of 
students recognition 
is down slightly from last 
year, more students vol¬ 
unteered to take the 
test this year. In 

1988, 368 took the 
Algebra I exam with 
60.9 percent re¬ 
ceiving recognition while 
this year, of 468 tested, 
57.3 percent were recog¬ 
nized. 1988 numbers in 
geometry were 189 
tested with 74.9 percent 
recognized versus 401 
students, 63.3 percent in 

1989. 

While the exams are 
limited to the two math 
studies, in coming 
years, the State Depart¬ 
ment of Education will 
add new course-specific 
examinations until the 
areas of mathematics, 
laboratory sciences, his¬ 
tory, English literature/ 
composition, ti’'‘ign 
languages <1110 l<> ilih 
sciences aie all 
included

La Salle finished with 
an about average team 
time of 86:50. 

Next weekend the 
Lancers will attempt to 
bring a State Champion¬ 
ship to La Salle for the 
first time in its 33-year- 
history, running on the 
prestigious course of 
Woodward Park.

Clock runs out on Apaches 


The game clock was 
not on Arcadia High 
School’s side in its only 
loss of a 9-2 season. Last 
Friday itight with just 24 
seconds left in the game, 
Westlake came from be¬ 
hind to score a game¬ 
winning touchdown in 
the opening round of 
CIF playoffs. 

Westlake won 24 - 20. 

A pre-league matchup 
with Temple City earlier 
in the year found the 
Rams throwing a TD 
pass with less than 30 
seconds on the game 
clock for a win. 

Westlake, which is the 
third place finisher in 
the Marmonte League, 
took the opening kick¬ 


off and ran it back for 
a touchdown and added 
a field goal before 
Arcadia could 

get on the scoreboard. 

Tim Pescatello, who 
got a pair of TDs in 
the game, scored the 
first on a 25-yard run 
in the second quarter to 
bring in Apaches close 
at 7-10 at halftime. 

Arcadia went ahead in 
the third quarter when 
Pescatello inter¬ 
cepted a pass and ran 
in back for a touchdown. 
Neil Voskeritchian’s 
extra point attempt was 
blocked, the 
lime this season. 

Westlake regained the 
lead before quarter¬ 


back Gino Aluzzi eon- 
nccted on a 30-yard 
scoring pass to Mike 
Greep, giving the 
Apaches a 20-17 lead 
with about two minutes 
to play. 

It was too much time, 
as the visitors put 
together a drive, cul¬ 
minated by a scoring pass 
with 24 seconds on the 
game clock. 

This brought to an end 
one of three best foot¬ 
ball records in the history 
of Arcadia High School, 
according to Dick Salter 
who earlier this week 
announced his retire¬ 
ment as head football 
coach. 


Dick Salter, who has 
been head football eoach 
at Arcadia High School 
since 1970, announced 
this week his retirement 
from coaching, ending a 
38-year career which 
began at Villanova Prep 
in Ojai. 

Salter will continue 
as athletic director at 
Arcadia High where he 
spent on year as an assist¬ 
ant before assuming 
the head coaching res¬ 
ponsibilities. 

During the past 20 
years under his guid- 
anee, the Apaches have 
been Pacific League 
Champions or 

co-champs eight times 
and have made the CIF 
playoffs 13 times. In 1977 
and 1978, Arcadia 
made back-to-back 
appearances in the CIF 
championship game, only 
to lose to Milliken and 
Compton, respeetively. 

One of Arcadia’s 
best years was in 1970 
when the Apaches 
went undefeated in 
regular season ac¬ 
tion, only to lose to 
Bishop Amat in the 
first round of playoffs. 

This year, AHS was 
undefeated in league 
action, winning the 
Pacific League title 
in a 9-2 season with 
losses to Temple City 
in pre-league and to 
Westlake in the 
first round of CTF 
playoffs. 

Before coming to Arca¬ 
dia, Salter coached at 
V illanova Prep, 
Arroyo “ and at 
Cathedral, his alma 
mater. After .serving in 


the Navy during World 
War II, Salter went to 
John Muir Junior Col¬ 
lege where he lettered in 
three sports: football, 
basketball and 
baseball. He went to the 
University of Oregon 
on a football scholar¬ 
ship and earned a degree 
in health and physical 
education. He received a 
Master’s in education 
from the University of 
California. 

While he will continue 
to teach, Salter says that 
by giving up his coaching 
responsibilities, he will 
be able to spend more 
time with his family and 
will be able to watch 
his two sons coach. 
Tim is an assistant 
varisty football coach 


at Schurr, while Tom is 
at Bishop Amat in the 
same role. 

Salter and his wife, 
Nancy, also have three 
daughters, Kathy and 
Linda are both teachers 
at Bishop Amat, and Ka¬ 
ren, a former Wilson- 
Hacienda Heights teach¬ 
er, now devotes her time 
to raising two sons. The 
Salters have nine grand¬ 
children ranging in age 
from six months to 13 
years. 

The retiring coach 
says he is looking 
forward to spending 
more time with those 
grandchildren. Who 
knows, some of them 
might grow up to be 
football players.
